Some people are of the im- 
pression that the gilding or enameling 
of these cards is in violation of the 
United States postal laws, but such is 
not the case. 
The postal department 


allows the use of the cards on account 
of the large number used for advertis- 
ing purposes. It seems that when cards 
have had printed matter upon the backs 
aud addresses printed on the front, they 
can be used ugain, provided, of course, 
that they have sot been sent through 
the mails. 
This coating of the cards it 


a patent process and many companies 
advertise for unused postal cards which 
they treat in this manner and use.

Lamps of All Ages. 


The story of lamps from Herodotus 


down to 1830 is not one of develop- 
ment. 
In principle, and form they re- 


main the same, whether as the tin cyl- 
indrical or boat-shaped cups on can- 
dlestick pedestals and the round tin 
cups with hemispherical lids or the lid- 
less cups resting on wooden stands 
such as were recently rescued by the 
author from the garret rubbish of old 
Bucks County. 
And before Herodo- 


tus, as we follow the lamp back into 
the tombs of the old world, we find 
the boat-shaped form of earthenware 
preceding the boat-shaped form of iron 
and poaaibly even that of bronze. 


The chalk cup lamp found by Canon 


Greenwell In the neolithic flint mines 
at Grimes Graves. England,' perhaps 
the oldest wick floating lamp in the 
world, is not essentially different, from 
the oyster shell filled with lard and 
provided with wicks that may be found 
among Virginia negroes to-day. 
The 


Egyptian, Grecian, 
Phoenician and 


Roman lamps, as they have bfeen found 
in the tombs, and as we see them 
in the museums, are not unlike the lard 
lamps that were most in use early 
in the nineteenth century. Then crude 
grease gave way to sperm oil and lard 
oil, with especial adaptations of the 
lamps that made them more conven- 
ient and improved the light; and burn- 
ing fluids that were convenient and 
clean and gave a brilliant light, but 
were dangerous; and kerosene, with 
other improvements in the Itimps and 
refinements in the oil that enabled it 
to give the most perfect artificial,light 
yet found, and to keep up the light for 
quality with gas and electricity—all 
these having come in within the life- 
time of men still among us. 


Besides the old lamps our ancestors 


had candles, molded when the price 
of tin, the material for the molds, did 
not forbid the luxury, and before them 
tallow dips; a suspended wick was dip- 
ped into a pot of hot tallow, on a cold 
day, 
and the operation was repeated 


till layer after 
layer of grease har- 


dened, and 
the 
candle 
was thick 


enough. These candles were, however, 
troublesome in hot weather, on account 
of their propensity to yield to the tem- 
perature and fall over. "Who shall 
say, however, that candle dipping is 
older than molding, when we know 
* * * that they molded candles in 
County Galway, Ireland, in late years 
by punching holes in peat and pouring 
in tallow on the down hung wick of 
twisted flax fiber?" The Irish had, 
too, as had the negroes, the rush light, 
a greased rush set In a hole in a wood- 
en block serving as a candlestick; or 
rushes loined in a triple twist which 
flies apart when lighted, increasing the 
blaze. 


All Sorts of "Propositions."

DINNER PARTIES 


eiulble and Tlnu»ly Htnts for Diner* 


Who Are In Doubt. 


Savories and sweets are generally 
aten with tbe fork alone. Fn»& tarts „ 
nd sweets 01* the juicy uature render 
he use of a spoon and fork necessary, 
jut whenever a spoon can be dispensed 
with, it is better to use the fork alone. 


Cheese is not eaten at dinner parties 
by yotiujj ladles, who generally avoid 
all very highly flavored and strong 
melllu,! dishes. When the fline for 
he dessert arrives, says Home Notes, 
a plate with a doyley and a finger 
glass fs placed before each person, wbo 
•einoves the glass and doyley and 
places them on the left-hand side of 
'he dessert plate to make room for 
he fruit soon to be placed upon it. 
When eating grapes, cherries and 


other small fruit the half-closed hand 
should be put to the mouth and stones, 
)its or skins should be carried by it to 
the plate. They must not be dropped 
direct from the lips to the plate, for 
that would look very ugly. 


Strawberries and raspberries, when 


not oaten with cream, are taken up by 
Jieir stalks; when enteu with crearu 
both spoon and folk should be used. 


Pears, , apples, peaches, nectarines 


etc, should be peeled and eaten witb 
a knife and fork. 


Melons are eaten with a spoon and 
fork. 


The dessert is handed to the guesty 
n the same order in which the dinner 
s served. After the wine has beeu 
handed the servants retire. Then the 
lost should pass the wine around the 
:abk>. beginning with the gentleman 
next to him. Geupeuien offer wine to 
the ladles sitting by them, but 
it is 


hardly more than a matter of form, for 
iadles very rarely take a second glass 
at dessert. 


The hostess gives the signal for the 


ladies to retire by bowing to the lady 
at her husband's 
right 
hand. 
She 


should then' ri.se 1'roto her place, 
as 


should all tut' other ladles, and make 
lier way to the door, which in opened 
by the host, or the gentleman nearest 
who stands by it till ,the ladies have 
gone out, aud then 
closes it 
behind 


them. 
The exit of the ladles 
takes 


place about ten minutes after the Bfr- 
vants have retired, when the wlue ha» 
passed round the 
table once. 
The 


ladles file out of the dining room in 
the order in which they entered it, the 
most important lady leading, and the 
hostess coining last. 


Coffct! is handed to the ladles almost 


directly after they reach the drawing- 
room, and it is nUo taken to the flluing 
room for the gentlemen.

After about a quarter 
of an 
hour 


over the wine the gentlemen rejoin the 
ladles In the drawing room, when tea. 
is brought In. 


There IB no ru}e as to the departure 


of,the Kiiests. 
The servant announces 


the several carriages as they arrive to 
the Kiu-'Sts in Ilie drawing room. If a 
lady desires to Inquire for her carriage 
or to order a cab, she a^ks tho hostess 
and the bell Is runs and a servant sum- 
moned for the purpose.

It is reported that emissaries have 


been sent by the Yaqul leaders to 
ranches and mines all o\er the State of 
Scmora, where men of the tribe are at 
work, calling them to arms. Many 
Yaquis employed in big mining camps 
and 'on haciendas as laborers have dis- 
appeared. 


Even In this vh-inity, 800 miles from 


the scene of hostilities, the Yaquis are 
in a state of disquiet, quitting their 
employment and going away, and those 
coming here from outside points in 
Arizona, where there have been many 
Yaqul laborers, report the same con- 
dition of affairs. 


They usually travel by night, and 


small squads are reported passing 
through the town or nearby, all going 
south- 
Some fears are expressed of a 


descent upon the town similar to that 
of August, 1$90, when an attacking 
party took possession of the Mexican 
customhouse curly In the morning and 
^flft dislodged only after a sevete bat- 
tle, in which nine men were left dead 
on the field, besides some twenty 
wounded.

CUBAN BLACKMAIL SCHEME 


General of Cuban Army Accuses Of- 


ficers of Extorting Money. 


Havana, Aug. 4.—A Cuban general, 


in a letter in the "Independencia," says 
some commanders of the Cuban army 
have taken advantage of the $3,000,000 
gratuity to get money from soldiers 
for granting them the certificates nec- 
essary to collect their quota. He gives 
three cases of men who were charged 
money by itames, a colonel in a Cuban 
regirnuet. In another instance, it ap- 
pears, a man could not get his certi- 
ficate, owing to the lack of money to 
pay for it. The writer says:

Kingston Call* on Kurope to "Curb

Kingston, Jamaica, Aug. 4.—Com- 


menting on a London cablegram rela- 
.tive to possible American intervention 
in Santo Domingo, the Gleaner says 
it anticipates the "tindin; of an ex- 
cuse to add the Island of Hayti to the 
string of Antllllan gems on the new 
colonial diadem," and Invokes the 
Powers to "curb America's ambition.'' 


A despatch receded by a messenger 


who had passed through Hayti Indi- 
cates that the assassination of Presi-

A sub- 
sequent attack on Moca being repulsed 
the insurgents withdrew into the fast- 
nesses between Moca and Porto Plata, 
hoping to secure sufficient accessions 
of men and arm<* to attack Porto Plata 
and prosecute the mo\emeut, in spite 
of its initial failure. 


Senate's Chaplain Sunstriiok. 


Omaha, Neb., Aug. 4.—At the Ep- 


worth Assembly at Lincoln Paik the 
Rei. W, II. Milburn. the blind Chap- 
lain of the United States Senate, was 
prostrated by the heat while In the pul- 
pit. He was talking on the subject 
"What a Blind Man Saw in Washing- 
ton," and the big tent was crowded. 
Some of the audience noticed that tbe 
aged preacher was tottering, and the 
next instant he swooned in the arms 
of one of the men on the platform.

Washington, Aug. 4.—Surgeon-Gen- 


eral Wyman, In leply to a question by 
the Health Officer of New Bedford, 
Mass, notified him that It was unnec- 
essary to quarantine against ships 
fiom Virginia ports laden with coal. 


Surgeon VU-kery, in charge of the 
Soldiers' Home, Hampton, sent the fol- 
lowing telegram to Suigeon-(»eneral 
Wymau:

Dr. Wyman said that it was too

He pointed out that In several cases 
within recent years the epidemic had 
been successfully confined to the limits 
within which It wis discovered, and 
that while in some instances it did not 
totally disappear until fiost, in others 
it had been checked before frost, and 
danger from infection reduced to a 
minimum.

Surgeon-General Wyman con- 
siders it very fortunate that Thomas 
went to the North Instead of the South, 
as it reduces the danger of the spread 
of the fever through his travel to a 
minimum.

Fighting Force In Philippines to 
at Least 40,000 Men. 


Washington, Aug. 
4.—It appears 


propable that Secretary Root has in 
contemplation an army of quite 40,000 
men for the Philippines. While Mr 
Koot has been at the head of the De- 
partment only a brief time he has been 
making diligent inquiries among the 
bureau chiefs legardlng supplies and 
equipments and the trend of his ques- 
tioning has been in the direction of an 
increase in the available force in the 
Eastern Archipelago. The belief Is 
growing in army circles that Secre- 
tary Hoot has In mind a plan practical- 
ly matured to make Gen. Otis's avail- 
able force at least 40,000 men.

To the visitor 
especially from the Mississippi Valley 
whet* the Congressional survey pJ 
public lands 1ms laid out everything 
foursquare, so that directions auu 
distances are 'always thought of 1? 
their relation to north, south, east 01 
west, this Is Incomprehensible. 


But it does not take a very long re 


Bidence there to learn that the points 
of the compass in the ordinary matters 
of direction are of very little practical 
use, and the prevailing system indi 
eating locations and direction, adapted 
from that used by the native Hawaii 
aus and continuing the use of their no- 
menclature. Is a very practical one and 
well adapted to conditions. 


The Islands are small and of volcanic 


origin. There is at least one main 
range of mountains on each island 
though there may be subsidiary ones 
As is well known, mountains do nol 
run with special reference to the points 
of the compass. And the narrow val- 
leys cut and crowded out of the volcan- 
ic mass and extending from the moun- 
tains to the sea bear still less appreci- 
able relation to them. So tliat if one 
were to establish the points of the com- 
with relation to any one of these val- 
leys a quarter of a mile would bring 
him to another, where he would have 
to take his bearings all afresh. But 
there are two objects he can never get 
out of sight of. These are the inoun 
tain and the sea. And on this fact the 
basis both of the nomenclature and ol 
the system of direction rests. With re- 
lation to any point the two cardinal di- 
rections are toward the mountain and 
toward the spa. Now, the native Haw 
ailan terms for the.se are "mauka," to 
ward or in direction of the mountain 
nnrt "makai" toward or In direction oJ 
the. sea. 


The topography of the country, a ser 


Ics of valleys extending from 
the 


mountain to the sea, aud the feudal 
tenure under which land was held in 
tho nnclont day, led to the division ol 
the country into narrow Rtilps, or dis 
trlots—moku, as the larger were called 
almpuoa, the next smaller, and ill 
those still smaller, but all. with very 
few exceptions, extending from the 
seashore to the top of the mountain. In 
this way common people, restricted tc 
their own ills, yet had access to the sea 
1o flsh nnfl swim uud ride the surf, tc 
the 
mountains 
for firewood and 


building material, and to land be- 
tween tonilth ate taro. The boundaries 
of these districts were all carefully Oe 
fined in time immemorial and remain 
the same to-day.. Moreo\er, each dis 
trict had its name, and that name re 
mains. 


With the mountain above and the sea 


below and the narrow districts in sue- 
cwwlon, each with its boundaries and 
nnme well defined, the basis of the 
system and nomenclature of direction 
was complete. A gh en point or object 
is "mauka," toward ttie mountain, 01 
"makni," (owurd the sea, In rela- 
tion to another object or point; and 
nud It is "wiuhihi, or "ewn," In the ell- 
ivctiou of the district of Ewa, for the 
other relations of direction. 


So thut lu Honolulu, tor Instance 


•where no street runs north aud south 
or east and west, untl few streets run 
strnisbt in any direction for any greal 
distance, no one speak1? of the north ot 
south side of the street—no one can 
nor of the east and west sides. Bui 
e\ery street 1ms n mauka and makni 
side, or :i waihihi and ewa side Sc 
a particular corner may be precisely 
and accurately described as the ma- 
uka- waihihi corner, or the makai-ewa 


These terms are not only colloquial 


but official. They are used in contracts 
deeds, wills and statutes. They suit 
conditions and have grown out of 
them.

Charles II by a loyal subject at Wor- 
cester, the wood being Culled from 
a branch of the famous tree whose 
leafy boughs gave the wandering king 
shelter from the CromwelUan sol- 
diery. 
The Prince of Wales, who possesses 


no fewer than 172 walking sticks, Is 
obviously a collector, but we very 
much doubt whether he possesses a 
more Interesting specimen than that 
purchased at the Culloden sale by her 
inajet-ty, the Queen, in July. 1897. The 
stick in question i\ns made of hazel 
wood, and the head was fashioned so 
as to represent Wisdom and Folly, but 
the special inteiost it possesses is the 
fact that It was once the property of 
of "Bonnie Prince 
Charlie." 
Her 


majesty became its owner by an out- 
lay of .$800. 


A stick of more than ordinary Inter- 


est is ont« fashioned from an oar be- 
longing to one of the most famous ves- 
sels of this half century, the Confed- 
erate steamer Alabama, that eventu- 
ally cost England some $37,000,000. 


In .July, 1B90, a walking stick, once 


the property of CJi'orge IV, and before 
him of George III, was sold by auc- 
tion for $90. 


It Is somewhat strange that the stick 


of Napoleon Bousiparte, Great Brit- 
ain's terribK* opponent at the time of 
tlu> regency, should be sold during the 
reign of the fourth George for $190— 
the stick, by the way, was of tortoise 
shell. 


His lt«i>titntloii Second to None* 


Little knot of lawyers were swap- 


plug yarns in an oflice on Corondelot 
Streel New Orleans, when somebody 
mentioned an attorney, now dead, who 
enjojed a groat reputation in his day 
for rough and ready repartee.. "The 
old Major," as wo used to call him, 
said one of the party, "certainly had a 
handy tongue. I remember, years ago, 
there was a rivermnn who had made 
his headquarters here, and who was 
especially famous tor two things—his 
enormous appetite and his tendency to 
draw the long bow.

PUNISHMENT OF ANIMALS THAT WAS 


FORMERLY IN VOGUE IN EUROPE. 


Tl»«r \V»i« Soui«tlm*» Put to tb« lUck In 


Ord«r to Extort Couf«**lon— In Other In- 
•tHiic«» TJi»y W«r« BurUd 
H«UK«ct »r Buriicd for Murder. 
Beasts were often condemned to be 


burned alive, and, strangely enough, It 
was In the latter half of the seven- 
teenth century, an age of comparative 
enlightenment, that this cruel penalty 
was most frequently inflicted. Occasi- 
onally u merciful judge adhered to the 
letter of the law by sentencing the cul- 
prit to be slightly singed, and then to 
be strangled 
before being burned. 


Sometimes they were condemned to be 
buried alive. Such was the fate suf- 
fered by two pigs in 1430, "on tire \ Igil 
of the holy virgin," at Oppenheim-on- 
the-Rhine, for killing a child. Animals 
were e\eu put to the rack in order to 
extort confession. It is not to be sup- 
posed 
that 
the 
judge 
bad tbe 


slightest expectation that any con- 
fession would be made; he wished 
simply to observe all 
forms pre- 


scribed by the law. and to set In 
motion the whole machinery at justice 
before pronouncing judgment "The 
question," which In sue*, cnwt* would 
seem to be only a wanton and super- 
fluous act of cruelty. wiu» nevertheless 
an impoitaut element In determining 
the flnal decision, since the death sen- 
tence could be commuted into banish- 
ment provided the criminal Ijad not 
confessed under torture. The use of 
the rack was therefore a means of es- 
caping the gallows. 
Appeals were 


soniftlmes made to higher tribunals, 
and the judments of the lower courts 
annulled or modified. In one instance 
a sow and a she-ass were condemned 
to be hanged; on appeal and after a 
new trial they were sentenced to be 
simply knocked on the head. In an- 
other instance an appeal led to the ac- 
quittal of the accused. 


In 1200, at Fontenay-aux-Roses,near 


Paris, a pig, conv it-tod of Uarjng eaten 
a child, was publicly burned by order 
of the monks of Samte-Gene'Ueve. In 
1380 the tribunal of Falalse sentenced 
a sow to bo mangled and maimed lu 
the head and leg, and then to be bang- 
ed, for having torn the face and arm 
of a child and caused Its death. Here 
we have a strict application of the lex 
tallonis The sow was dressed In man's 
clothes and executed in the public 
square, near tbe city hall, at the ex- 
pense to tho state of ten sous and ten 
deulers, besides a pair of gloves to the 
hangman. 


The executioner was provided with 


new gloves in order that he might 
come from the discharge of his duty 
with clean hands, thus indicating that 
as a minister of justice lie incurred no 
guilt in shedding blood. He was not 
a common butcher of swine, but a pub- 
lic functionary, a "master of high 
works" (maitre des him tea oeuvres)' 


he was officially styled. In 1801 a 


pig wns found guilty of "having killed 
and murdered a child in the parish of 
Roumaygne, in the county of Mortaing, 
for which deed said pig was condem- 
ned to he drawn and hanged by Jehan 
Pettit, lieutenant of the bailitt." 


There is also extant sin order issued 


by the magistracy of GIsors in 1405, 
commanding payment to be made to 
the caipehter who had erected the 
scaffold on which an ox had been exe- 
cuted "for its deiuerils " 


On the flth of Juno, 1T>7G, at Sclnvein- 


furt, in Ifranconia. a sow which had 
bitten oft' the ear and torn the hand of 
a child was given in custody to the 
hangman, who. without further author- 
ity, took it to the pillows green and 
there "hanged it publicly, to the dis- 
grace and detriment of the city." 


On tho 10th of January, 1457, a sow 


was convicted of murder, committed 
on the person of an infant name .Tehan 
Martin ot" Ravlgny, and sentenced to be 
hanged. Her six sucklings were also 
included in the indictment as accompli- 
ces, "but in default of po&itive- pi oof 
tluit they had assisted in mangling the 
deceased, they were restored to their 
owner, on condition that he should 
give bail for their appearance should 
further evidence be forthcoming to 
prove their complicity in their mother's 
crime." 


The Knowing Slmrk 


A painful moment on board ship at 


sea is tbat when some poor mortal, 
who has died on the voyage, has to be 
laid away in the bosom of the deep 
with the simple'ceremomes of an ocean 
burial. 


A vessel carrying a dead body and 


passing through waters frequented by 
sharks is almost sure to be followed by 
one or more of those fishes if it does 
not out-speed them. 


Rather than bury a corpse while 


sharks are following the vessel the 
captain will sometimes have a body 
placed in the ice chamber and full 
steam put on the engines until the 
hungry fishes have dropped astern 
completely 


In one case at least a body was actu- 


ally cremated on board by the cap 
tain's orders because of the sharks. 
But sharks are not often obstacles to 
prompt burial, and, generally speaking, 
when death occurs tt sea the body is 
slipped into the water at night with 
none to "witness the proceeding but a 
couple of the creW( and the captain, 
who reads yan abridgment of the serv- 
ice from the Prayer Book. 


Tit* Oldest Clock*.

ufacture were made by Gideon Rob 
erts, of Bristol, Conn. According to 
the best authorities, no clocks were 
manufactured in what are now the 
United States prior to 1800. at which 
time Mr. Roberts first placed his time- 
pieces on the market. His clocks were 
made with the greatest care, and 
much time was spent in perfecting 
them. They were all of the style com- 
monly known- as "hall" clocks, about 
six feet in height, handsomely lin- 
l&hed and a recognizer! separate piece 
of furniture in which the owner al 
ways took great pride.

SOME QUEER FRIENDSHIPS. 


I>Ut»r*nt AalaaaU Tlmt C«t Along Very 


W«ll With Kach OtUer. 


An intimate connection subsisting 


between different animals is known 
as cominensallsna, commesals being 
creatures which may be said to sit at 
the game table, but which do not prey 
upon one another. Of late years nat- 
uralists have become acquainted with 
numerous examples of this form of 
animal partnership. 
In one of the 


Chicken Islands, off the coast of New 
Zealand, a curious lizard, known as 
the tuatura, and certain species of the 
petrels were 
found inhabiting the 


snnie burrows, apparently on the best 
of terms. In rare cases the burrow, 
which consists of a passage two or 
three feet long, one foot broad and six 
inches high, is the work of the bird. 
As a rule, however, the lizard is the 
excavator. 
Each builds Its nest on 


opposite sides of the chamber, the 
lixard almost invariably choosing the 
left aud the petrel the right side. The 
lizard feeds partly on worms and bee- 
tles and partly on the remnants of 
fishes brought to their 'common table 
by the petrel, both animals being thus 
benefited by the partnership. This is 
probably more than can be said of the 
prairie dog, whose underground home 
is frequently shared by the rattle- 
snake and the burrowing owl. 
These 


were sit one time supposed to form a 
"happy 
family," 
but 
considerable 


doubt has been cast on the point by 
the discovery of young prairie dogs in 
the stomach pf the rattlesnake, which 
s,ecms> to indicate that cotumeusali&m 
in this particular case has been a one- 
sided affair, so tar as the benefits 
were concerned. 


It is among marine animals, how- 


ever, that the most striking examples 
of commensalism have been observed. 
A feeble ftsh called the remora owes 
its success in life to the powerful alli- 
ances it forms. One of its fins have 
been transformed into a sucker placed 
right on top of its head, by nieans of 
which it attaches itself firmly to any 
passing shark, whale, or even ship, no 
doubt mistaking the latter for some 
huge sea monster. 
By these it is 


transported without any exertion on 
its own part over great distances, 
meanwhile picking up such food as 
may come in Its way. 


•Several small fishes have been found 


also to habitually lodge in the mouth 
cavity of a Brazilian catfish, sharing 
such food as the latter succeeds In 
cuptuiing. 


Other instances might be given, 


such as that of the little pea crab, 
found in mussels and other bivalve 
shells, which, in return for the pro- 
tection given them by the malluocan 
shell, gives its host a share of the food 
It captures.

THOSE OF RED PIPESTOWE WERE 


,SUNG OF IN HIAWATHA. 


No Oup Bat the Indian* Are Allowed t* 


Work It—Difficulties £ncouut«r*d Wh«» 
th* UoTOnuaent Tried to Buy th« B«t«r- 
ration—How th« Ston* Wan N««i/«d. 
| 


Less than a mile from the bustling 


little city of Pipestone, Minn., ar»] 
three freaks of nature that will well 
repay a visit from the lovers of the 
curious and the beautiful. The first is 
a waterfall, or cataract, which wheu 
the stream that feeds it Is swollen by 
melting snow and spring rains Is a 
miniature Niagara, and in point of 
beauty rivals many of the famed 
waterfalls of the East. The second Is 
the famous lied Pipestone Quarry, tho 
scene of the opening of Longfellow's 
beautiful poem "Hiawatha," and the 
third is a group of Immense rocks—- 
also spoken of in "Hiawatha" as the 
Three Maidens-J-tbat lune stood for 
ages as a landmark to guide the Indi- 
ans to the only spot in the known 
world where the sacred 
pipestono 


could be found. 


The waterfall, quarry and Three 


Maidens are all located on the Indian 
Reservation, which is one mile square, 
adjoining the corporation of Pipestone 
on the north. The reservation belongs 
to the Dacotas, or what is better 
known by its French name as the Si- 
oux Nation, but It is claimed by the 
Yauktou Sioux. Several years since a 
determined effort was made by a com- 
mittee of citizens of Pipestoue to pur- 
chase It, as they did not want so large 
a tract ot land so near this city Ijing 
Idle, but the Indians would not part 
with it for love or money. The next 
best thing to do was to see if some- 
thing could not be done with It, even 
If It remained in the Indians' posses- 
sion An application was made to Con- 
gress, an appropriation of $30,000 was 
obtained, and a substantial 
school 


building was built on one corner of 
tbe land. The school has proved so 
successful that a second building, the 
size of the first, is being built to ac- 
commodate the ever-increasing number 
of pupils. 


The poem of "Hiawatha"' begins: 


On the mountains of the prairie, 
On the great Red Pipestone quarries, 


and any one unacquainted with the 
neighborhood would naturally suppose 
tbat it was hilly, to say the least. On 
the contrary, the country is quite level, 
there not being even what In Eastern 
parlance would be called a"small hill" 
in the neighborhood. The quarry lies 
in about the centre of $he bed of what 
Is apparently a prehistoric lake, and 
when first discovered the stone crop- 
ped out of the surface, but the contin- 
ual quarrying for ages has extended 
the quarry about sixty rods toward the 
south, and tt is now necessary to re- 
move from six to eight feet of scale 
an dirt before tbe 
pure stone Is 


reached. 


No one but the Indians are allowed 


to quarry it, and every summer they 
come In squads from distant reserva- 
tions to get supplies of the s>tone with 
which to make pipes, kmcknacks anil 
ornaments that they carve out of it, 
both for their own use and for sale and 
trade to the white man. They also 
frequently1 sell the stone in the rough 
to the white men, who, with turning 
lathe, can work it up much better than 
they can. 


The stone is known to the scientific 


world as catlinlte, being so called In 
honor of Catlin, the celebrated histori- 
an of the Indians, who was the first 
wliite man to set eyes on the quarry, 
while gathering material for his 'Hist- 
ory of the Indians of the Northwest" 
in 1836.

Confederate ranks, some fighting side 
by side with their husbands and sweet- 
hearts, disguised as men. and taking 
all the risks of deatli so that they 
nnght be with those they loved: others 
fighting for the excitement of the life, 
and playing their part with so much 
boldness as to guard their secret until 
accident revealed it.

regiment. 
A wound received at Mur- 


freesboro led to the discovery of her 
sex. 
The surgeon who attended to her 


wounds was startled to find that the 
soldier wns a woman, and he speedily 
reported the matter to Gen. llosecians, 
who saw that "Frank Martin" 
was 


scut back home as soon as her wounds 
would permit. 
There seemed to 
be> 


no leason for her enlistment, 
other 


than love of the life of a soldier. 


A t aso that :iiou>-ed gie.it, ml "refit at 


tiie time, and was the subject of news- 
paper comment all over the country, 
was that of a Missouri woman who eu- 
teied n cavalry leguuont and fought 
so fiercely through many

battles that she received special men- 
tion from the commanding officer.

Washington, coloicd, was instantly 
killed under the beams of a falling 
barn.

It 
is believed that fully fifteen pe.r-.ons 
were killed. 


Cloudburst In Minnesota. 


St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 6.-A cloud- 
burst struck southern Minnesota near 
Preston. The water Is tho highest in 
tho history of that soollou.

The Community is Greatly Excited 


in Consequence of the Terrible 
Tragedy—Yarger Thought to Have 
Been Driven Insane Brooding Over 
His Wife's Death. 


Susquehanna, ,Pa., Aug. 0.—Charles 


Yager, 40 years old, of Brandt, a littlu 
manufacturing village on the Jefferson 
branch of the Erie railroad, five miles 
south of this place, cut the throats of 
his three- children with a razor and 
then committed suicide by cutting his 
own throat. 


Neighbors found the children all 


dead. They had evidently been killed 
while sleeping. The children ranged in 
age ironi 5 to 12 years. 


In an adloinlng room the father was 


found outstretched upon the floor, the 
bloody razor in his hand. Yager was 
employed in tho Brandt chair factory 
and had been known for years as a 
steady and industrious man. Ho was 
a widower. It is supposed that the 
died was committed Avhile Yager was 
suffering from temporary aberration 
of mind. There is great excitement in 
tho village. 


It is thought by those in the best 


portion to pass judgment in the case, 
that brooding over tho death of his 
wile had unbalanced his mind. He 
had always been devoted to the care 
of his children and provided for them 
all tho comforts of life that a man in 
his circumstances could furnish. This, 
together with the fact that ho was gen- 
erally ot a mild disposition, are the 
reasons for believing that ho was in- 
sane. 


Indian Trouble More Serious. 


Austin, Tex., Aug. 6.—There passed 


through Austin on a northbound ex- 
press train for Indianapolis, a gold 
hunter named Arnold, who said he was 
from the scene of the Indian uprising 
in Mexico. He reports that just be- 
fore leaving that section it was report- 
ed that the Yaqui Indians had entrap- 
ped a force ot several hundred Mex- 
ican soldiers in a defile in the moun- 
tains and had begun an old-time war- 
fare In throwing rock down upon them, 
with tho result that many of them 
•wore killed. He says the far is being 
conducted on a guerrilla plan and the 
Indians have sufficient force to main- 
tain the war for months, as they are 
perfectly at home in the mountains 
and the Mexican soldjei's are no match 
for them. The reports coming to the 
minnig camps to date- wero that the 
Mexicans had lost several soldiers, 
while the Indians lost comparatively 
few.

Aspiroz, the Mexican Minister to the 
United States, who Is here, was much 
interested In the news dispatches re- 
porting the departure of President* 
Roca, of tbe Argentine Republic, with 
the Minister of Foreign Afflairs and 
thirty Senators from Buenos Ajres, for 
Brazil. Senor Aspiroz 'thought there 
could be no foundation for the report 
that an alliance was contemplated 
between South American republics 
against the United States.
